[(57) Claims for Utility Model Registration] 
An endoscope comprising: 

an illumination optical system comprising an illumination light transmitting body 
disposed on an distal end portion of the endoscope, and a reflection means for reflecting 
light emitted from the illumination light transmitting body approximately in the 
direction of a field of view; 

an object optical system for forming an image of a photographic object 
illuminated by the illumination light; and 

an image transmitting optical system comprising an image transmitting body for 
transmitting the formed image, 

which is characterized by having a frame body which is surface-bonded with the 
illumination light transmitting body and retains the image transmitting optical system, 
or a second frame body fixed on the frame body.
